The BtRtea. 

A most drnadfiil casualty has lakon jdaoo 
on Lake Siinorior. On ihu iiiorniiig of tho 
Ot'i Sept., about 2 o'eluuk, (hu steumor Lady 
K ^iii, ol the Luko Siipurior lino, wus run 
into, oir WaukoL'ttn, by iho sohoonor Au- 
; iinia, striking tier aft tliu wliittiMioiiso. 
Iho Hluauiur sunk in 'JU iiiiniilus in ;illil 
' ioel of water. Only lU poisons uru known 
. to,bo^^vod, injiludinB (he olerk, stoward, 



and porter, About 350 persons were on 
board: among whom were the ''pj^ck 
Yagers," " Green Yagers," and " Rifles,'- 
and several fire companies, of Milwaukie, 
who were on a visit to Chicago. Col. Lums- 
den, of the N. 0. Picayxme, and family, were 
also on board, and were lost. At iho time 
of Ihe accident, the schooner was sailing at 
the ralTof eleven imiies an hou r. The c lerk 
of the steamer, who was saved, says : '' -l tie 
schooner struck the steamer at the midships 
"angway on the larboard side: the two 
separated instantly, and the Augusta drifted 
by in the darkness. At the moment of col- 
lison, there were music and dancing in the 
forward cabin. In an instant after the crash 
all was still, and in half an hour the steamer 
sank. I passed through the cabins; Ihe 
ladies were pale but silent; there was not a 
cry nor a shriek : no sound but the rush of 
steam and the 'surge of the heavy seas. 
Whether they were not fully aware of the 
danger, or whether their appalling silualion 
made them speechless, 1 cannot tell. _ A 
boat was lowered at once with the design 
01 going around on the larboard .side to ex- 
amine the lea"k. There were two oars, but 
just at thu moment, some person possessed 
himself of one of them and we were left 
powerless to manage the boat. We suc- 
ceeded once in reaching the wheel, but were 
drifted away and thrown upon ihe beach at 
Winetka. Only two boat.i left the steamer ; 
one of them contained 13 person.^; the other 
bore 8; but 4 only reached the shore alive, 
the others being drowned at the beach, 
Before 1 left the sJearaer, the engine had 
ceased to work, the .fires, having been extin- 
guished, and within SOminutes the Lady 
Kl-rin had disappeared. The force and 
direction of the wind were such that the 
boats and fragmeut.s of the wreck were 
driven up the lake, and would reach the 
shore along the vicinity of Winetka. As I 
stood upon the beach helplessly looking 
back along the route we had drifted, I could 
see in the gray of the morning, objects 
lioaling upon the water, and sometimes I 
thought human beings were strugLding with 
the waves." This fearful calamity has 
tlirowu sloorn over the Western States. 
Many of the you'h of Chicago and Milwau- 
kie were aboard for a pleasure excursion, 
and scarcely a family in ilie lower part of 
both cities, but mourns the los.-i of at least 
one person. '

A man named Davis, in Crawford county, 
Missouri, cut hi-i brother's head off with an 
ax while he wa.t asleep. Mis object was to 
secure a large amount <if money lull in ilie 
keeping of his brother. The fiend was 
arrested. 

Great frauds are charued to linve been 
coniinilled on Ihe Pennsylvania Central 
Railroad. The iiinoiiiit stolen is said to be 
about $170,000. A ticket seller of the com- 
pany stationed al an imporianl iioiiit, in col- 
lusion with seventeen of the conductors, had 
for a long time been in the prdctica of re- 
selling tickets wliich the conductor* did not 
punch or cancel, but returned to him per- 
fect, thus enabling him lo sell the sarne 
lickei several times in succession. 

A methodist clergyman, namid Bewley, 
has been hanged in Texas by a mob, on 
suspicion of beirii,' an abolitionist. Ho is 
said to have been a most worthy niaii.

Kdwiii I'erresl, the American Irngediaii, 
is again jjlaying ut I'liiladclphiii. 

Dispiitclics from New Orleans lo the 10th 
of Sepletntii.T, speak as follows of tho filibus- 
ters : Tlie stciiiner Osceola had arrived ut 
llalavano, from Trnxillo. She brings the 
news that thu coininaudi'r of the liiilisli 
maii-of-war had ordmed Walker to suireii- 
der the lowii, and that Walker had olieyed, 
and reliri-'d iluwii lower on ttie coast with HO 
men. According lo iho la.st accounts his 
force was reduced to 25 men by the con- 
tinued attacks ol his emnnies. Walker 
hiiii-ell was K('veii'ly wounded in tin; face. 
Several of iiis lolluwers were placed on 
board the man-of-war at Truxillo. had 
lost a Colonel when the Osceola was leaving 
Truxillo, 

Mexico. 

Nuws from Jloxico has boon received via 
New Orleans, Tho Liberal and Miruinou's 
armies have liad a great fight. Tho former 
wtMo vielorioiis. Miiainoii had retired to 
the eapilal, and liiitilied himself. The 
Cliundi parly of iho city of Mexico have 
placed their plate al Miiaiiioii's disjiosal lo 
pay the ex[)eiiN0M of the army. Al lanl uc- 
counts, the Liberalii wuru udvaiiuiiig upon 
the capital. 

Buropo. 

Tho news ftoni bluropo is an exciting and 
alarming iiatmo. It is said tlmt Austriuaiid 
PruHHi.i have allied to drive out Oaribaldi ; 
ihul Russia is coiuiiuilrttting hor folr'oei on 
Ihu Uuiiguriaii iroiiiior, and lhBrSa{c|lnla 
and Franco are aiming. .John Dulli In (ho 



meantime, is laying back at his ease, watch- 
ing the progress of the game. 

Garibaldi had landed in Calabria without 
much difficulty, and taken the town of Reg- 
gio. 

Dislurbanee.s at Naples were imminent. 
Appeals to the people to revolt were being 
publicly distributed. The Neapolitan Min- 
ister of War and Gen. Baschoe had left Na- 
ples for Calabria with six battalions of rein- 
forcements. 

A rumor that ihe King of Na 
dicated was pronounced untrue. 

The Papal goverpment had sent reinforce- 
ments to the garrison at Benevonto, but thoy 
were driven oal of town and forced to re- 
turn. 

All was quiel in Sicily. 

A report was current at Naples that the 
ofRcera ef Ihe army and navy had tendered 
their resignation en mafse to the King. 

Tho London Posl says that ihe Neapolitan 
government had pr.iposed thai Naples should 
remain neutral ground, to prevent the effu- 
sion of blood. Later advices say that there 
is no prospect of such an arrangement. 

It was said that Napoleon had resolved to 
create two new regiments of Zouaves. It 
was staled that the French Admiral at Na- 
ples was ordered lo ob-serve Ihe stiictesi 
neutrality and to do nothing to interfere with 
the defence of Naples. 

Agitation is increasing in Hungary. Gen- 
eral Benedict had resigned the governor- 
ship. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Morning Post says: The friends of Ilaly 
will be glad to learn that Garibaldi's p;aiis 
for occupying Naples are proceeding with 
the utmost success. Towards the end of 
next week the public may expect important 
news. Not less than 8000 men of Garibal- 
di's national army are now in the contiuen- 
tal dominions. ' ■ 

The Mililary Gazette of Turin states that 
Bologna, which is considered Ihe key of 
Ceiiiial Italy, i.t now coinplelely foililied, 
and in a stale lo resist any siege. 

The sloamsbip Great Easiern had reached 
England. She averaged nearly 14 knots an 
hour on her passage home. 

The British Farliamenl was prorogued on 
Ihe 28lh of Augiisl. The Queen's speech 
was read by the Lord Chancellor. She said 
thai her relation.^ wilh foreign powers were 
friendly ami sali.sfacKiry. Sde irusled ihere 
WHS no danger nf the iulerruplioii of the gen- 
eral peace of Europe. She believeil thai if 
the Italians were left lo settle iheir own 
difTiculties, Ihe tranquilliiy of oiher Stales 
would remain uiulisiurbed. She hoped that 
in any tiei;')tiaiion which would lake place 
on the Savoy iinesiion, the neutrality of 
Swil/.erland migtit be mainiained. She la- 
tnenled much the atrocities corninilted upon 
Ihe Christians in Syria, and cheerfully uuiies 
with the olhet powers of Europe in assisimg 
Iho Sultan of Turkey lo re-establish order. 
She regretted the fjiilureof iiegotiiitions with 
China, anil said ihiil luir forces uouhl sup- 
porl the (iemaiki for a lull and failhiul exe- 
cution of Ihe treaty. She thanked I'arlia- 
menl for the appropriations for furlilicalioiif', 
and congratulated the country on llie elli- 
oieiiey of the rifle volunteers. She con- 
cludeil by expres.siiig the heartfell pleasiiie 
and salislaclion she tiaci experienced at the 
warm aiul eiilhiisiaslic reception llic Prince 
of Wales had iiiel uiUi ill her North Aiueri- 
ciin [lossessioii.i. 

Tnc Emperor iNapoleon had made a speech 
111 l.vons, III response lo the authorities. !li! 
ciiiuleinned the unj ii.^l ilislrusl e.vciled, ami 
ileclared that nothiiig could make him de- 
viate from tho path of moderation and jus- 
tice. His sole desire was the general iiiler- 
e.it of France. Hu iitgeil them to give 
llieinselves u|) with coiilidence to works of 
peace, lie was deltirmiiied, with God's as- 
sislaiice, that France sliuulil not degenerale 
under his dynasty. The paeilic iialure <d 
this speech caused an advaii.co on the 
Bourso.

The Italian Question. 

The advices received from Europe by the 
arrival of the Brother Jonathan, indicate that 
tho condition of Europe is e.'ctremely criti- 
cal. A train of powder seems to have been 
laid all over the continent, which rieeiis 
but the application of the match to blow 
the peace e.xislirig bclween the Great 
Powers into atoms anil inaugurate a scene 
of blood.shed aiul desolation. Austria and 
Prussia are said to have allied on theltalian 
Question, and are placing their immense 
armies in a condition ready for marching at 
a moment's warning. Sardinia is quarrel- 
ing with Francis Joseph because of his war- 
like preparations and haughty and almost 
insulting language in dispatches. Ruasi i 
is concentrating a large army on the Hunga- 
rian frontier— which is said to mean that if 
Austria engages in another war, the Czar 
will keep the Hungarians in order while the 
former is fighting. France, too. has drawn 
a large army upon the German frontier- 
only a few leaiiues from the line— and while 
Marshals McMahon and Nieil are crying 
" Peace!" until ttieyare hoarse, is apparent- 
ly preparing for a long and bloody struggle. 

Ganbaliii'.s successes, in the meantime, 
continue. He is everywhere victorious, and 
has more volunteers than he knows what to 
do with. His whole army is in Calabriii, 
and 'ere this he may be naaster of Naples, 
in whTo^'eyent it' is 'expeisted that Austria 
will step forward and prevent bis further 
progress. Should this expectation be teal- 
iz»j^,;^we,niay?lpolt for lively times. The 
ornlnous gathering of the armies on the fron- 
tiers, and the extreme jealousy on the part 
of Austria towards any other nation that 
dabbles in Italian affairs, gives ground for 
this belief Sardinia deeply wounded the 
pride of Francis Joseph by the part she 
played in las' sunriiner's war. This wound 
ha.f not yet lienlcil, and for a long lime back 
Au.stiia has been trying to form an alliance 
with Prussia and Russia. This she is said 
to liavB at last accomplished, and the ball 
will soon open. Garibaldi will be first at- 
tacked j Sardinia. will aid him; Froncewill 
rush to the rescue, while England and Rus- 
sia will probably very sensibly remain neu- 
lial, nnd furnish the belligerents with .«up- 
plies at a good round profit. 

Qundpowder Magazine. 

We regret to state that the Grand Jury has 
concluded its labors without indicting' the 
powder magazine in the fort.

H. M. S. Ganges and TEnMAOANT.— 
These British vessels of war arrived at San 
Francisco Sept, 2l8t, and were the subject 
of general attention. The next morning the 
Ganges fired a salute of 21 guns, which was 
returned from Fort Aloatraz. The next day 
the Termagant proceeded to the U. S. Dry 
Dock at Mare Island, and while being 
drawn -from'the- water one of the sections 
slipped, and thus caused the vessel to keel 
over on her side, carrying everything with 
her. It is said that S200,000 will not repair 
the injury done to the dock. At first it was 
reported that the fine vessel would prove a 
total wreck; but a dispatch to tho Bulletin, 
dated Sept. 24, says : " The .-tiip Termagant 
irot clear of the docks at 11 o'clock, a. m., 
and is now lying in tho stream, between 
Georgia street wharf and Mare Island. She 
is not supposed to have'' robeived* niiuoh, if 
any, injury from the accident on the. docks. ' 
It will be remembered that the Termagant 
ran upon a rook in Nanaimo harbor about 
six weeks since, and injured her bottom. It 
was to repair these injuries that she wassent 
to San Francisco, The Ganges was visited 
in the harbor of San Francisco, on the 23d 
ult., by a large number of ladies, and gen- 
tlemen.
